The War. 


Aiabi Pasha has been dismissed from 


the Egyptian Ministry. He is intrench- 
ing himself near Alexandria, und evi- 
dently mentis to fight the British land 
forces. H« has ordered th« Arabs to 
pay their taxes to him, and threatens to 
cut the canal supplying Alexandria with 
water. The fire in the city continues. 
Many Chmtians are reported to have 
b»sn thrown into the flames. The 
Americans have succeeded in saving 
their consulate, and are aiding the Eng- 
lish in arresting looters. 
A number of 


men arrested while committing outrages 
hare baen shot. 
The Conference IB 


understood to hava agreed on Turkish 
occupation of Egypt for three months, 
at the end of which time the Khedive 
can demand protection, the cost to be 
defrayed by Egypt. All vessels euter- 
iug the Suez Canal aro carefully searched 
before beiag allowed to procaed. 


The Benver Exposition. 


The Nevada Contral Railway has en- 


tered upon the task of collecting sam- 
ples of ores and minerals of the coast 
for exhibition at the Danver Exposition. 
We are not advised us to how the N. C, 
R. K. folks are managing the collection, 
but are very glad that such competent 
gentlemen hare taken tho matter in 
charge. Since the GoTernor is power- 
less and the Bonanza Kings will not do 
anything, it is o matter of congratula- 
tion that it has been taken up by such 
worthy bands. Every assistance should 
be tendered them. 


Farmers are all bussy harvesting, and 


will be for aiauy weeks to come. Gen- 
erally crops are turning out better than 
was anticipated, and enough ia knovrn 
to make it certain that there will be a 
considerable surplus for export. If the 
Egyptian war should continue during 
the time in which harvesting takesplace 
the demand upon this country will be 
great, and prices mast appreciate. The 
English crops have suffered greatly and 
will be light, and this fact, too, will 
help American farmers. On the whole, 
the.year ought to be a prosperous one 
on this coast. 


It is feared that another crisis is .\p- 


•proachifg ia 
Ireland. The weather 


threatens tue utter destruction of what 
promised to be the finest harvest ever 
reaped iu Ireland. Heavy and alinobt 
incessant raius have laid low many 
flourishing fields. The potatoes have 
suffered severely. If the weather irn- 
provbs there will still be hope of -e- 
coverv. 


The tnnnel of the famous Eberbardt 


mine, at White Piue, is now over 7,000 
feet in length and there are several 
drifts running in different directions, 
some of which are 500 und GOO feet in 
ItBgth. The face of the tunnel is still 
in ledge matter. 


Last Monday night the abduction of 


the two-year-old child of Sir. Melviu, a 
wealthy gentleman of Montreal, was 
boldly carried out, A note on tho pil- 
low demanded S50,000 as a ransom and 
threatened to murder the child if refus- 
ed. 


The Catholic Churches of California 


are going to take up subscriptions for 
the establishment of u Catholic Seminary 
at San Jose, Gal., for the education of 
young men for the priesthood. It is to 
be completed by October next. 


A gambler mimed John H. Muddon 


died at Leadvillo last week. 
A post 


mortem exuniiuation developed the fact 
that his brain weighed sixty-two and a 
quarter ounces.
